- In May 1949 the Director 
General, Supplies and Disposals , placed an order on 
Messrs. Kamani Engineering Corporation Ltd ., for 
087 miles of under -ground cable manufactured by 
Messrs . Farukawa , Japan on the basis of open com 
petitive tenders . Before placing the order , that organi 
zation had obtained the views of certain American 
experts both on the capabilities of the Japanese manu 
facturers and on the quality of thelr Anished products . 
It was , however, found that when these cables were 
being laid under water pipes , etc ., in Calcutta , the top 
layers of jute came off , though the same cable laid in 
Delhi and Bombay did not show such defect . 

2 . Certain remedial measures were taken for & por 
tion of the cable and it is the view of the telegraph 
engincers that all these cables can be expected to last 
the normal life which was previously 30 years and is 
now proposed to be fixed at 40 years . However , the 
Comptroller and Auditor -General has not felt happy 
about this purchase and he has expressed a fear that 
the cables may require replacement long before the 
expiry of their normal life . In order to examine how 
the life of these cables is likely to compare with the 
normal anticipated lile , Government hereby appoint 
the following Committee :
